Lowland residents alonf the middle reaches of the Missis- 
sippi river were struck by flood waters today as the death 
toll in other widespread week-end floods and tornadoes 
mounted to at least 24. Damage to crops and city property 
was estimated in the millions of dollars. 

Ottumwa, hardest hit by floods, had eight of Iowa's 12 
deaths as the Des Moines river receded from about one-third 
of the homes in the city of 32,000 population. 

The Mississippi, swollen by high water from the Des 
Moines, rolled on over thousands of acres of Illinois and 
Missouri farm lands after breaking six levies and flooding 
the village of Alexandria, Mo., ' 



and forcing more than 1,000 
families to evacuate their low- 
land farm homes between 
Warsaw, 111., and Hannibal, 
Mo., yesterday.

Across the river, the lower 
part of the downtown section of 
Hannibal. Mo., was flooded. 

A la-block area of Sharon, Pa., 
was leveled and six persons were 
killed by a tornado which ripped Into 
western Pennsylvania late Saturday 
from Ohio. Red Cross officials 
esUmsted the storm damage In 
Sharon at tA60,00Q. 

The same twister hit Warren, 
Ravenna, DePorrest, Youngstown 
and Nile*. O.. and Parrell, Orovo 
City and Mercer, Pa. About 100 
rural residents were left homeless 
at Warren. 

A half -hour twister churned 
throu^ lush agricultural land east 
of Sterling. Colo., causing damage 
estimated unofficially at a quarter- 
mllllon dollars, and leaving farm 
buildings and machlneiy a welter of 
wreckage.

Ex-Governor, Builder 
Of Roads, Dies at 78 

BOISE, June 9 (U,R)— Flags flew at half mast today at the 
statehouse us Idaho citizens mourned the death of the man 
who acted to develop the state's modern highway system — 
former Republican Gov. H. C. Baldridge. 

Baldridge, Idaho's governor from 1927 to 1931, died in his 
sleep at tnc home of his daughter, Gail Baldridge, a Boise 
school teacher, here yesterday morning. An attending physi- 
cian said he died of a cerebral hemorrhage shortly after 
retiring about 11 p. m., Saturday. 

The former governor was born on a farm at White Oak, 
111., in 1868. He was educated in Brown Bualnesa college and 
Wealeyan university. Before 
coming to Idaho in 1904 he 
8er\'ed on the McLean county, 
111., board of supervisors. 

Moving to Parma, he engaged In 
general merchandising business 
and later dealt in farm Implements 
and hardware. 

A life-long Republican, Baldridge 
served one term In the Idaho house 
of representatives, a term In the 
state senate and two terms as lieu- 
tenant governor. 

During his two terms as governor, 
Baldridge called the special session 
which enacted the extra one cent 
per gallon gasoline tax to finance 
the overhauling of Idaho's highway 
system.

world. 

"CoromanUni Food" 
It Is upon this chaos that com- 
munism feeds, and It Is probably 
unfortunate that the '■stop com- 
munism" part ot the Truman doc- 
trine was the one which apparently 
had to be played up first in order 
to Interest the American public and 
congress In the larger question of 
helping to stop communism's chief 
condition for growth, which Ls chaos. 

Unfortunate, becairxe the Truman 
doctrine quickly became little but a 
simple "stop communism" proposi- 
tion In the minds of many of Its 
backers and practically all Its oppo- 
nents, 

Soviet Accepts Challeage 

At any rate, Soviet communism 
has taken up the real or fancied 
challenge of the Truman policy 
and is countering In Its own way In 
Hungary, Austria and Bulgaria, In 
the furtherance ot the pan -Slav 
movement in Romania and Yugo- 
slavia, and In the French railway 
strike, with more of the same on 
tap In Italy if needed. 

Frankly, this appears to be the 
cost democracy face.n paying for the 
time and methods it takes lo arouse 
the American consciousness to the 
fact that Europe la an economla 
shambles from which nothing but 
more shambles can be expected un- 
less American economic old Is forth- 
coming In great and continuing gobs, 

That fact was the heart of Mar- 
shall's speech last week.

'Stable' Farm 
Workers Plan 
To Be Heard 

WASHINGTON, June 9 W)_A 
new plan designed to provide a 
stable fann labor auppl; Is. sched- 
uled for consideraUon shortly l^r the 
house agrlcultura committee. 

It would authorize the uriculture 
department to cooperate wlb states 
and farmer organitatlons in meth- 
ods designed to make the (nost 
elfectlve use of agricultural work- 
ers, including the operaUon of farm 
labor camps. The hemrlngi are set 
for June le and 17. 

Progrun to End 

Under present leglalatloa, the 
agriculture department must dis- 
pose of its farm labor camps by 
Jan. 30, 1948. These camps, many 
of a permanent character, were con- 
structed under the war-time labor 
program to house migrant workers. 

While the agriculture department 
assumes that their chief value is to 
farmers within easy reach of the 
labor centers. It anticipates that 
there will be competition ^r their 
purchase from persons who want 
them for tourist camps. The pro- 
posed legislation would forbid sale 
to any persons except for the hous- 
ing of farm labor. . 

Alwayi Demand 

While, during the war, an esti- 
mated 5.000.000 persons left the 
larms for the armed services or 
war work, there is always a demand 
for seasonal labor which can only 
be filled by migrants. 

The meager war-time supply was 
augmented by around 100,000 work- 
ers from Mexico, Jamaica, the 
Bahama.1 and Newfoundland, and 
. by about 125,000 war prisoners.
